For several months, it is understood, 
Barron and Hester have been on bad 
terms, and recently, it is said, that Hes- 
ter reported Barron to the postoffice de- 
partment at Washington, charging mis- 
management of the affairs of the Evins- 
ton office. 

Wednesday afternoon, Hester sent a 
messenger for his mail, Postmaster Bar- 
ron refused to deliver the mail without 
a written order, and s0 informed the 
messenger, requesting him to return to 
Hester and secure a written order. In- 
stead of complying with the request, it 
is. said, that Hester picked up a sho.- 
gun from his store and proceeded to the 
postoffice, when the shooting occurred, 
the postmaster being severely wounded. 
Watt Barron, the gon of the postmaster, 
was loading a car with watermelons a 
few yards from the scene. Hearing the 
report of the gun, he left the car and 
proceeded towards the store to ascertain 
th trouble, when he was met by Hes- 
ter and instantly killed. 

Hester mounted a horse and made his 
escape after the tragedy, and up to this 
hour no information of his arrest has 
been received. 

Dr. Montgomery, of Micanopy, states 
that the wounds of Postmaster Barron 
are serious, but not necessarily fatal, 
and he may recover.

Nothing bordering on a 
run. was experienced at any of the other 
local banks, and, according to the offi- 
| Cers at each place, none Was expected. 
|The City National had be@? in a weak- 
| ened condition for some time. Its fail- 
ure had. been anticipated, and therefore 
no surprise was shown in banking clir- 
cles today when the announcement Was 
made that it had been taken in charge 
by National Bank Examiner Ames. 
| Neither Mr. Ames nor the failed banks’ 
officials or its attorneys were in a posi- 
tion to make a definite statement re- 
| garding the bank’s condition. 

The failure of the City National bank 
of Kansas City was due in a great meas- 
ure to the fact that it held upward of 
$100,000 uf C, J, Devlin’s paper, which 
is tied up in the recent failure of the 
First Nationa] bank of Topeka, of which 
Mr. Devlin was the principal stock- 
| holder. The only ofher Kansas City bank 
that had held Deviin paper was the 
American yational. C. 8S. Jobez, president 
of the American National bank, stated 
today that $367,000 of Devlin paper 
held at the time of the Topeka failure 
| had been purchased since then from the 
American National bank by its directors. 

Thus, it was. stated, there was no 
| cause for a run on the American Na- 
tional. Indeed, it was announced by a 
member of the Kansas City clearing 
house that no other Kansas City bank 
| would be permitted to fail in case of a 
' run, which was not expected. 

Although the holding of Devlin paper 
on which no immediate realization could 
be made was the prime cause of the 
failure, it is’ stated that the general 
knowledge that the bank held other bad 
paper, and was in a weakened condi- 
tion, had le&® @o a gradual] withdrawal 
of deposits.

SENATE VOTES 
FOR VETERINAR 


Senator Hopat’s Bil Passed 
Yesterday After Discussion 


Street. 
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Senator Candler Seeks To Limit Time 
of Umpires and Arbitrators in 
Ccrporation Tax Oases—Other 
Matters of Interest Be- 
fore Senate. 


An important measure by Senator Ho- 
gan providing for a veterinary surgeon 
in the department of agricuture, whose 
services shall be at the call of the farm- 
ers or live stock raisers of the state when 
any live stock is threatened by disease 
passed the senate yesterday after some 
discussfon. 

When the bill was read for the third 
time and put upon its passage Senator 
Candler, while he favored the measure, 
stated that he believed it was necessary 
that it be amended so that it would not 
appear that the senate was initiating 
legislation providing for an appropriation. 

The bill as it stands provides that this 
veterinary surgeon shall be paid at the 
rate of $5 per day when his services are 
required, and his salary shall come out 
of the appropriation for the agricultural 
department. 

Senator Blalock, of the twenty-sixth, 
spoke in favor of the bill and stated that 
he believed the bill as it stood did not 


provide for an appropriation. 

Senator Steed also favored the bill and 
stated that «according to his idea the 
measure merely directed how a portion 
of the appropriation for the agricuitural 
department, already made, should be ex- 
pended, and for this reason he did not 
think the senate was taking the initiative 
in an appropriation measure, 

Senator King favored the bill in part, 
but was opposed to any measure that 
would provide for the taking of mone 
from the school fund, As the Dill, ac- 
cording to his understanding, provided 
that this surgeon should be paid out of 
the fertilizer and oll inspection fees, in 
the discretion of the commissioner of 
agriculture, he feared that it would take 
money from the general school fund and 
for this reason opposed the bill and was 
the only senator who voted against it. 

Senator Williams, who stated that he 
was a farmer by profession, favored the 
bill in a strong speech, saying that the 
farmers needed just such a measure for 
their protection when disease suddenly 
appeared among live stock. 

Senator Hand also spoke 
the bill, contending that if the farmers 
wanted it, even if it did take money from 
the general school fund and they were 
willing to this, that he saw no reason 
why there should be objection, and that 
he for one was not going to stand in the 
way of its passage. 

Senator Hamby wanted the bill recom- 
mitted to the committee on agriculture, 
but Semator Steed opposed this course for 
the reason that it had already been be- 
fore the agricultural committee and had 
been returned with a unanimous recom- 
mendation that it pass. 

When put upon its passage the vote 
stood 29 to |! in its favor. 

Limiting Time Arbitration. 

A bill by Senator Candler was intro- 
duced in the senate yesterday providing 
for an amendment to the code of 1895 
so that the arbitrators and umpire in a 
corporation tax returns case shall be 
required to make a decision within twen- 
ty days after their appointment. 

As the law now stands the arbitrators 
and umpire jin such a case are not limit- 
ed as to time in preparing their decision 
in the matter. Consequentiy in| many 
cases there has been considerably debay 
in making a report, and for this reason 
Comptroller General Wright has for 


'gome time been in favor of a law which 


would require the arbitrators and umpire 
to some decision within a rea- 
time 

The bill of Senator Candler provides 
for this, and also that the decision of 
the arbitrators and umpire shal] be final.
